Fre a fow years before the war 
there was no food rationing in 

the Soviet Union. But, of course, 

rationing had to be reimposed very 

soon after the outbrenk of  tvar, 

The system is different {rom ours, 

and Js often misunderstood. 


First, In the countryside there is 
no restriction on the consumption of 
locally produced food. In the towns 
everyone Js ratloned, but there is no 
standard which applies to all, What 
one gets depends on the work one 
is doing, T'hose who are doing 
more valuable work get more, and 
those who are past work or 
engaged in housekeeping receive a 
very small ration. ‘ 

There is nothing like our “points” 
system, but it is legal to buy extra 
food, including rationed ‘food, in the 
open market. The prices are high— 
many times higher than the prices 
of uncontrolled foods in Britain—but 
everybody uses the open market. 

There are canteens in factories 
nnd offices, and every important 
organisation is obliged to sect up a 
“workers supply department (OR. 
S.) to supplement the ration and to’ 
help with clothes. 

The cMiciency of the O.R.S. differs 
widely in the various organisations. 
At an important factory 1 found the 
workers in the canteen eating ade~ 
quate helpings of meat and mashed 
polatacs off ollcloth-topped tables. 


Better Bread

- FOOTBALL 


OFFSIDE-3 | 


How much a bone of contention 
fs the offside law war pmply shown 
in the “correspondence ‘'columns of 
the locol presa thig-‘week. Last 
week I outlined the, two basic parts 
of the law: this week’ {tis the “‘un- 
Iesses” I wish to enlarge upon. 

The latest isste of the “Referecs’ 
Chart" (1 received uo copy only this 
week) acts them out very clearly 
under four separate — headings, ‘A 
Player in not offside ff he is in’ bis 
own half of the feld (when the ball 
fs played mind you), hos two op- 
ponents between him and their own 
fonl-line, the ball In touched or 
played by an opponent or It comes 
‘to. him from a gonl-kick, corner 
Kick, throw-ln or when It has been 
dropped by the Referee. 

It isn't often that a question. of 
offside arises from goal or corner 
kicks or when the referee drops the 
ball; I have often seen forwards run 
back as the ball is being thrown in 
from touch under the impression; of 
course, that they may be ruled off- 
side. As soon as the ball is touched 
by another player .that protection 
comes _to’an end. 

KEEP OUT OF THE WAY 

The Referees' Chart (which in- 
cludes. on each page a column 
headed “Advice to Players") [sat 
some length to remind players that 
if they are offside ‘when the ball js 
kicked the only thing they can do 
is to keep out of the way. Only by 
an opponent playing the ball or by 
it going out of play can a player 
become on-side. ; 

It Is Jeft nbsolutely to the dis- 
eretion of the referce whether he

side, Referees are directed not to 
whistle up .players who are in, off- 
side positions ‘{f, In their opinion,
